Ten of them only had out lived 
their captivity, and we huve the satisface 
tion of stating that they have at last been 
released from confinement, and allowed to 
return to their homes by-the orders of 
Goveriament.

nearly equal facility and promptitude; so 
as to astunish every one present, and to 
excite a desire that so extraordinary a 
faculty should (if possible) be rendered 
more extensive and useful. 

Ìt was the wish of the gentlemen present 
to obtain a knowledge: of the method by 
which the child was enabled to answer, 
with so mach facility and correctness, the 
guestions (hus put to his but to all their 
inquiries upon this subject (and he was 
closely examined poa thís poiut) he was 
unable to give them any information, He 
positively declared (and every observation 
that was made seemed to justify the asscre 
tion) that he did not know how the answers 
came into his mind. In the act of mule 
tiplying two uumbers together, and üi the 
wising of powers, it was evident (not only 
from the motion of his lips, bat also froun 
some singutar facts which afterwards oge 
curied,) that some operation was going 
forwards in his mind ; yet that could not 
(from tbe readiness with which (he answers 
were furnished) be at all allied to (he usual 
mode of proceeding with such s djects; 
and moreover, he is cntirely lara ef 
the common rules of arith metic, and cane 
not perform, upon paper, a simple sum in 
roeliiplication or division, But, in the exe 
traction of roots and in mentionine the face 
tors of bigh numbers it does not appear 
that any operation can take place; since 
he will give the answer immediately, or ia 
a very few seconds, where it would require, 
according to the ordinary method of solu. 
tion, a very difcult and Iaborious Calcue 
lation : and moreover, the knowledge of à 
prime number cannot be obtained by any 
known rule, 
it may naturalfy be espected, that these 

wonderful talents, which are so conspicuous 
at (his early age, will by a suitable educaa 
tion be consicterabiy ënproved and eztende 
ed ; and that some new light will evene 
tualiy be tbrown. dpon those subjects, for 
the etucidation of which his mind appears 
to be peculiarty formed by nature, since 
he enters inte (re world with all those powe 
ers and faculties, which are not even ate 
tainable by the most eminent ata more 
advanced period of life. Every ma:hemae 
uetan must be aware of (he import;nt ade 
vantages which have sometimes been dee 
zived from the most simple and trifling 
GIFCUMstances s the full effect of witch 
has Rot always been evident at frst sight. 
To mention one singular instance of this 
kind. The very simple improvementof 
expressing the powers amd roots of quane 
tities by means of indices introduced a new 
and gencral arithmetie of erponents ; and 
this algorithm of powers led the way to 
the érventton of logarithms, by means of 
which all arithmetical computations are 
so much facilitated and abridged. Pere 
haps this’ child possesses a knowledge of 
SOME more important properties connected 
with this subject ; and alhough he is incap= 
able at prbsent of giving any satisfactory 
account of the state of his mind, or of conie 
municating to others the knowledge which 
it Is evident he does possess yet there is 
Every reason to believe, that, wben his 
mind is more cultivated and his ideas 
more expanded, he will be able not oiuly to 
divalge the mode by which heat present 
operatês, but also point out some new 
sources of informatien on (his interesting 
subject.

the encomiums of the brave enemy he had 
been opposed to, whose voluntary and

LIEUTENANT CHADS'S DEFENCE. 


Mr. President, and Gentlemen of the 
Honourable Court, - 
Standing before this Honorable Court to 
answer for the loss and capture of his Ma- 
jesty's late ship Java, by the enemy, I 
cannot but feel myself deeply impressed 
at the great responsibility that attaches to 
me, which cannot but affect my mind 
with the deepest anxiety and solicitude, 
increased to distress by the untimely fall of 
my ever-to=be-revered and lamented Com- 
mander. In this situation, Sirs, I-could 
not bear up, did [ not feel the cheering, 
though still anxious hope that I shall, with 
the surviving Officers and ship’s company, 
be considered, by this Honourable Court, as 
having made every effort within the pow- 
er of human exertion to defend and save 
his Majesty's ship. Ifeel also great con- 
solatian in believing, that in the. detail of 
the action, which Ï shall lay before this 
Honourable Court, the skill and determined 
bravery of our beloved Captain will be 
most conspicuous; and that in the last 
action of his life, although success has not 
crowned bis exertions, that yet his charac- 
ter will be unsullied, and his memory hon- 
oured and revered. 
My public letter is before this Honor- 
able Court; but being written immedi- 
ately after the action, and on board the 


enciay, it does not, nor indeed could the 


eompass of aletter contaia, the whole detail 
of so long an action, and which deail, 


therefore, Ll now submit to this Honoura- 
ble Court. 





DETAIL OF THE ACTION. 





At 8 A. M. close in with the land. 
Wind at N. E. discovered a sail to the S. 
S. W, and another off the entrance of St. 
Salvador. Cast off the prize in tow, and 
trade sail in chase of the vessel to leeward. 
At ten mate the private signal, which was 
not answered. At eleven hauled up, 
bringing the wind on our larboard quar- 
ter; look in all studding sails, prepared 
for action, the stranger standing towards 
us under easy sail, apparently a large fri 
gate, A little after noon, when about 
four miles distant, he made a signal, which 
was kept flying about ten minutes; 12, 15 
he tacked, amd made all plane sail away, 
running Jee good full, hauled up the same 
as the chase, but the brecze freshening, 
could not carry our royals ; we were going at 
least ten knots, and gaining very fast on 
thecbase. Atl. 30 he hoisted American 
colours. At 1. 50 having closed with the 
enemy to within two miles, he shortened 
sail to top-galfant sails, jib, and spanker, 
and luffed up inthe wind; hoisted our 
colours, and put ourselves under the same 
sail; bore down upon him, he being at 
this time about three points on our lee 
bow. At2. 10, when about half a mile 
distant, he opened his fire from the lar- 
board side, and gave us about two broad- 
sides before we returned it, which was not 
done till within pistol shot on his weather 
bow, $ith our starboard guns; on the 


smoke clearing away, found him under all: 


sail before the wind; made sail after him. 
At 2. 25 engaged him with our larboard 
guns, received his starboard; 2. 35, wore 
and raked bim close under his stern, give 
ing him the weather gauge, which he did 
net take the advantage of, but made sail 
free on the larboard tack ; luffed up, and 
gave him our starboard guns raking, but 
rather distant ;. made sail after him. At 
2. 40 enemy shortened sail; did the same; 
and engaged him close to wind ward ; 2. 50, 
he wore in the smoke, and was not per- 
ceived till nearly round; having just lost 
the head of our bowsprit, with the jip 
boom, &c. hove in stays, in the hopes of 
getting round.quicker, and préventing our 
being raked; but the ship hung a long 
time, and we received a heavy raking 
broadside into our stern at about twe 
cables length distant ; gave bim our larboard 
guns on tailing off. The enemy wore im. 
nediately; 2, 55, did the same, and 
brought him to close action within pistol 
shot. Mr. Robinson, the Master, was at 
this time severely wounded, and taken 
below, 3. 5, finding the day evidently 
gone, from all ouf rigging being cut‚ with 
our fore and main-masts badly wounded, 
Captain Lambert determined on-boarding 
him, as our only hope; bore up, and should 
have succeeded ‘in laying him aboard 
abreast the main chains; but from the fall 
of our fore-mast, the remains of our bowsprit 
passing over his stern, and. catching his 
rajzen rigging, which was a great misfor- 
tune, as it bropght us up to the wind, and 
prevented our zaking him. W hilst under 
the encmy’s stern, attempting to board, 
there was not asoul to be seen on herdeeks, 
from which circumstance Ì am induced to 
believe there was a good prospect of suc- 
cess. This mancevre failing we were left 
at the mercy of the ‘enemy, which he 
availing himself of, wearing across our 
bows, raking us, and passed under our 


stern. At 5. 20, he wore again; lost our 


main top-mast. At 3. 50, our gallant 
Captain was wounded, and carried below, 

rom this time till 4. 15, when our mizen- 
mast was shot away, he laid on our star- 
board quarter, pouring iu a tremendous 
galling fire, whilst on our side we could 
never get more than two or three gunsto 
bear, and frequently none at all. After 
this we fell off, and the enemy shot a-bead, 
which gave us the chance of renewing the 
action, which was done with good spirits, 
broadside and broadside, at “beut a cable’s 


length distant, till 4. 55, us very frequenily . 


on fire, from firing through the *wreck, 
which lay on the side engaged. The 
enemy now made sail, and got out of gun- 
shot, leaving usa perfect wreck, with our 
main-mast only standing, and raain=yard 
gone in the slings. Cleared the wreek, 
and endeavoured to get the ship before the 
wind, by setting a sail from the stamps of 
the bowsprit and foremast; got the main 
tack forward, the weather yard«arm re- 
maining aloft; cleared away the booms, 
and got a top=gallant mast out, and com- 
menced rigging it for a jury fore-mast, 
and a lower studding sail as a fore-sail; 
but before we could get this accomplished, 
we were obliged to cut away our inain- 
mast, to prevent its falling on board, from 


the heavy rolling of the ship.— I'he enemy 


now bore up to renew the action; made 
every preparation to receive him, te- 
loaded tre gans with round and grape ; 
musteredl at quarters, and found 110 men 
missing, six-quarter-deck guns, forecastle, 
and many of the main-deckers disabled 
with the wreck laytng over them, the 
hull knocked to pieces, all three masts and 
bowsprit gone, and the foremast in falling 
had passed through the forecastle, and 
the ship making water, with c®% ‘of the 


pumps shot away, consaltcd now with 


Lieutenant Herringham and Buchanan; 
Master below wounded; when it was de= 
termined to'engage him again, should he 
give usan opportunitr of so doing, with 
a probability of disabling him, which was 
now our sole object; but that it would 
be wasting lives resisting longer, should 
he resumea raking position, which un- 
fortunately was the case, and when close 
tous, and getting his whole broadside to 
bear, Estrack, and hailed him to say we 
had done so,at5, 50. At6 he took pos- 
session of us and proved to be the American 
frigate Constitution. The next day 1 found 
our loss was 22 killed and 102 wounded, 
twe cf whom are since dead. The Amer- 
icans allowed they had 10 kitled, but 
differed very much about their wounded, 
which Ifound to be 44 severely, and 4 
mortally. ke & RE 

Having in tre detail of the action stated. 
the number killed and wounded on both 
sides, and as my account differs from the 
one in the public papers, said to ber the 
Official Report of Cominodore Bainbridge, 
Ï beg leave to state to the Court the man- 
ner in which F obtained the knowledge of 
his loss: being of course anxious to dis- 
cover the loss sustained by the enemy in 
killed and wounded, 1 directed Mr. Cap- 
peni, Assistant Surgeon, to assist in attend- 
ing their wounded; this he did, and re- 
ported to me the statement 1 have laid 
before tbe Court. 

Ít having also been said, the Constitution 
was in a short. time in a condition to-com- 
menee a second action, 1 beg to observe, 
in my opinion such a statement could 
never have been made or authorised by 
Commodore Bainbridge; for her riggiùs 
and sails were very much cut, aùd her 
masts badly wounded, so much so às to 
oblige her to return to Amecriea, wkich 
she certainty« otherwise would not have 
done ; for Flearnt on board her, that she 
was only waiting to be joined by (he 
Essex, when the further destination. of. 
these two ships was-India, « -- ‚7 

The enemy having hauled off gun-shot, 
was for upwards of an hour refitting and 
repairing te renew (he action ; during this 
interval, having on board Lieutenant-Ge- 
neral Hislop, an Oflicer of distinguished 


rank, F thought it my duty to make a 


communication to him of the sttuatiorì of 
the sbip, and to apprise him, that shóukt 
the enemy resume a raking position, that 
l feared a continuation of the action would, 
be fruitless, but that l was stil ready to 
do it; to this the Licutenant-General 
replied, that he was fully satisfied every 
thing had been done for the defence of 
his Majesty's ship, and that ‘further resis- 
tance wonid be hopeless. dese be 
F beg farther to offer to this Honorabie 
Court a Note, which expresses tho sense, 
ouf enemy entertained of the action, únd, 
which was transmitted to me frcm Com- 
modore Bainbridge, after the Constitution 
left the port. Pe 
“< Commodore Bainbridge ‘has learnt 
with real sorrow, the death of Captain 
Lambert. Fhaugh a political enemy, he 
could not bnt greatly respeet him for the 
brave defence he made with his ship; and 
commodore Bainbridge takes this ocension 
to observe, in justice to Lieutenant Chads, 
who fought the Java afier Captain Lambert 
was wounded, that he had done every 
thing for the defence of that ship which a 
brave and skilful Officer cauld do; and 
that further resistance would have been a 
most wanton effusion of human blood.

F shall trouble the Court bat with one 
more remark : when the crew was removed 
from the Java, she was sct fire to, although 
but twelve leagues from St, Salvador, with 
moderate weather; the cause of which 
was her shattered state, and not from any 
fear-of taking her to a neutral port, as 
stated by Commodore Bainbridge, for he 
repaired to the same port with his own 
ship, carrying in with him a very valuable 
prize, the Eleanor schooner, from- London. 

Having submitted every thing. that 
occurs to me, to justify and preserve from 
censure the memory of my much-lament« 
ed Captain, I leave his character, together 
with my own, and that of the Ofticers and 
ship's company, to the protection of this 
Honorable Court, to whose opinion [ look 
witb heartfelt solicitude, an opinion by 
which our country will judge of our con- 
duct, and on which alt my future prospects 


in life depend.—Hitberto I have preserved 

an honourable character, and’ shoutd this 

character be once sullied, life can be no. 
longer desirable. I will not trouble the 

Court longer, but beg leave to offer my 

grateful thanks for the great indulgencies 

Ï have experienced. 

„TheCourt immediately adjudged the said. 
Lieutenant Henry Daucie Chads, and the 
other surviving Oflicers and ship’s come 
any, to be honorably acquitted.
